For  ..onio  time  it  ha.  kt.i  lelt  that  u  more  definite  idea  of  the  type  u(  each 
vegetable  should  be  published  in  order  that  judges  may  be  enabled  the  m^re  -a-ilv 
to  give  their  decision.  •' 

Uniformity  of  exhibit  i.  necessary  always.  Each"  specimen  exhibited  should 
be  similar  m  size  and  ,hape.  and  smooth.  Too  many  exhibitors  fail  owin.'  to 
lack  ol  unitormity  in  their  entry. 

The  size  certain  vegetables\^hould  be,  to  obtain  first  place,  has  been  a  much 
debated  point.  Many  individuals  give  preference  to  size  rather  than  quality 
As  thi,  latter  is  somewhat  difficult  to  explain  it  may  be  stated  as  what  a  good 
cook  chooses  when  she  .M.K..ts  the  vegetables  for  table  use.  Medium  size  in  most 
cases  indicates  this. 

Each  specimen  should  be  fresh,  firm,  free  from  blemish  and  correctly  named  • 
notliing  soft,  spongy  or  decayed  should  be  entered  or  considered  for  a  prize        ' 

\V  eight  must  be  coiiMdered  in  judging  cabbage,  melons,  squash,  pumpkins, 
onions,  egg  plant  ^'kI  citrons.  While  coarseness  is  always  to  be  Avoided,  the 
heavier  specimens  should  be  awarded  the  prize.
